BP acts 1:8. We find that according to 
the Word God has power lines to all 
people, just awaiting the signal to 
turn the current on, that the lights 
may come on and light the dark 
corners of the world. Twenty-five 
years ago in the rural sections you 
saw no power lines running to houses. 
Some few generated their own power 
by generators; others used wood 
gam stoves and heated their irons on the 
stoves or a charcoal bucket. Then the 
power companies began to feel out the 
farmers and tell them the advantages 
of rural electrification. Most of them 
were sold on the idea and soon they 
paid the price and the result was bet- 
ter homes, farms, lights in barns and 
yards, chicken houses, etc. 
Today we have plenty of churches, 
but do we see the light shining forth 
| denoting that power has been supplied 
from the glory world? When the fire 
comes from heaven it will burn up all 
the worldly dross that is in a person’s 
life. You will see a change immediately 
in his life. He will begin to take on 
the characteristics of “Jesus.” The 
former things that he once loved he 
| will now hate. He will have no time 
for frivolity and things that do not 
satisfy. 
A church receives the power through 
i individuals.

“We are not attempting to see that 
every group is represented, but we do 
feel that groups not affiliated with 
the organizations already represented 
on our network should not be de- 
prived of the opportunity of being 
heard.”

Secret Weapon: Opium 

It is said that every Japanese sol- 3 
dier has in his kit a military hand- 
book, containing a paragraph wag 
reads: “The use of narcotics is wu 
worthy of a superior race like the 
Japanese. Only inferior, decadent 
races like the Chinese, Europeans and 
East Indians are addicted to the use 
of narcotics. This is why they are 
destined to become our servants and 
eventually to disappear.” It is no se- 
cret that the Japanese have sought 
to emasculate the Chinese by means 
of opium. In June, 1938, representa- 
tives of twenty-seven nations met at 
the League of Nations’ Palace in 
Geneva. They were the Committee on 
Opium and other dangerous drugs, 
which only six years before had shown 
high promise of wiping out one of the 
oldest curses of mankind. Slowly, fact 
by fact, with elaborate documentation 
a case was unfolded that pointed 
towards only one ghastly, inescapable 
conclusion: Japan was the master- 
mind, the money-grasping promoter, 
behind a streamlined world traffic in 
illicit drugs. Japanese bankers were 
importing huge quantities of high 
grade opium from Persia aboard mili- 
tary transports flying the Japanese 
flag. Japanese-owned factories were 
flooding the world with smoking 
opium, heroin and morphine. Since 
1938 a mass of incontrovertible evi- 
dence has made the story an even 
more incredible one. 

Commissioner Harry J. Anslinger, 
Chief of the U. S. Bureau of Narcotics, 
says it would not be far short of the 
mark if it were stated that 90 per 
cent of all the illicit drug business in 
the world is of Japanese origin. Ja- 
pan’s aggressive, drug-spreading pol- 
icy is every bit as aggressive as her 
military aggression —Dnyanodaya.

119:63, “I am a companion 
of all them that fear thee and of 
them that keep thy precepts.” He al- 
so said, “I was glad when they said 
unto me, Let us go into the house of 
the Lord.” Do you long for that fel- 
lowship with the saints? Are you: a 
companion to them that fear God 
and keep His precepts? Are you glad 
when they say, “Let us go into the 
house of the Lord”? 

Another great neglect is the neglect 
of personal soul work. Much good can 
be done through this channel. Let us 
be sure that those with whom we as- 
sociate will hear something about 
God. The world is dying for this won- 
derful gospel. Let’s do our part by 
witnessing for Christ. Our friends and 
neighbors need to hear the good news. 
Books could be written on the subject 
alone. What a great field personal 
work is. Every one that is born of God 
is a minister to carry the good tid- 
ings. Friends, remember Satan’s job 
is to get you and me to neglect, and 
by neglect kill out our spirituality. Our 
prayer life, Bible study, and church 
going will keep our spirituality alive. 
It is only those who are faithful that 
will receive the crown of life. Rev. 2: 
10, “Be thou faithful unto death, and 
I will give thee a crown of life.” 


Let us notice the armor the Chris- 
tian needs for this warfare. Eph. 6:10, 
11, “Finally, my brethen, be strong in 
the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. Put on the whole armor of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand the 
wiles of the devil.” First, let us have 
our loins girt. about with truth. With 
this I want to associate sincerity. I 
admire a man for being what he is, 
and what God wants is men and 
women who will be sincere.

Text: “Wist ye not that I must be 
about MY FATHER’S BUSINESS?’— 
Luke 2:49. 

We are living in the day of big busi- 
ness. There is much competition be- 
tween business men because all de- 
sire to have a bigger business than 
that of their competitors. Sometimes 
big business firms or corporations are 
merged for the purpose of monopo- 
lizing on certain commodities or serv- 
ices that they may have and do a 
greater business. 

The monetary value of any busi- 
ness of this world is reckoned by the 
amount of personal property and real 
estate it may possess. If we compare 
any business of man or men with 
“our Father’s business,” it is but a 
mite. For an itemized statement of 
our Father’s capital stock, we notice 
the following scriptures: Job 41:11, 
“Whatsoever is under heaven is mine.” 
Psalms 24:1, “The earth is the Lord’s, 
and the fulness thereof; the world, 
and they that dwell therein”; Psalms 
50:12. “The world is mine, and the ful- 
ness thereof”; Hag. 2:8, “The silver 
and gold are mine, saith the Lord.” 
Knowing that our Father is the sole 
owner of all these things, the most 
sensible thing worms of this earth 
should do, if they would be successful 
in any business, would be to try to get 
to be a partner with the Father in 
His great business. The only terms 
by which we may have any part in 
His business is that we must recognize 
Him as the owner of all the stock. 
The business in which He permits us 
to have a part could be compared to 
that of chain stores or businesses, and 
our position in this will be that of 
“worker with him,” 2 Cor. 6:1. 


Jesus said in John 5:17, “My Father 
worketh, and I work.” So in this busi- 
ness there is work to be done if the 
business is to prosper. How may-we 
become a partner in this business? 
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First, we should acquaint ourselves 
with and qualify ourselves for the 
work to be done. What then is the 
work or business of our Father? We 
can find out by reading the words of 
Jesus in John 9:4: “I must work the 
works of him that sent me.” And He 
says in John 12:47, “I come not to 
judge the world but to save the 
world.” Now we have found out what 
the business of the Father is in this 
world—that of saving the world. We 
also find in the Bible that our Father 
has a competitor in this world—the 
devil, who as a roaring lion seeketh 


. whom he may devour or destroy. The 


devil’s business is camouflaged in 
order that he may carry on his busi- 
ness of destruction. He claims all the 
kingdoms of this world and the glory 
of them, which claim is false; yet by 
his deceptive offers of wealth and 
pleasure, he allures thousands into 
his business. It will not be difficult 
for one to know the business of the 
heavenly Father and that of the devil 
who is also a father of the wicked. 
When the business of the heavenly 
Father is functioning as it should He 
is getting glory out of it. 1 Cor. 10:31, 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do all to the 
glory of God.” When there is one soul 
saved, there is rejoicing in heaven. 
Luke 15:5. 

We notice in Luke 19:13 and in Matt. 
25:14 that the Father delivers His 
goods to His own servants. Who then 
are His servants? In Rom. 6:16 the 
word is, “His servants ye are to whom 
ye obey.” Then to be a servant of our 
Father, you will have to obey 
all His Word. We will have to confess 
and repent of our sins and affirm our 
allegiance to our Father in heaven. 
Then He may call us His servants. We 
notice in reading the instructions to 
His first servants, or disciples, that 
the Father was careful to tell them 
not to start working for Him until He 
had delivered to each of them His 
goods; that is, each was to be filled 
with the Holy Ghost. When that was 
done, each of them had His house full. 
1 Cor. 3:9 says, “Ye are God’s 
building,” and again He says, “Your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost.” 
The building (body) of each of them 
being filled—every shelf and every 
corner—they were ready for business. 
The very first day of business, the 
opening day, was a grand success, as 
we find in Acts 2:41 that there were 
added unto them 3,000 souls. The most 
successful business firms spend much 


for advertising their business, some- 
times giving away free goods with the 
hope of receiving much more in return. 
That plan will work also in our 
Father’s business, for we find the 
Master saying in Matt. 10:8, “Free 
ye have received, freely give.” At the 
place of Peter and John’s business, a 
customer, a poor lame man, appeared 
expecting to receive some money. 
Peter told him, “Silver and gold have 
I none, but such as I have, give I 
thee,” and taking him by the hand, 
said, “In the name of Jesus of Naza- 
reth rise up and walk.” He did this 
and was leaping and praising God. 
This day’s business, though they had 
only this one customer, did much to 
advertise their Father’s business. This 
customer received a great bargain at 
this place. What he had received was 
manifest to all, and in just a few days 
we hear that 5,000 more souls are 
added to them. 

Many so-called servants of God are 
like some men of the world who try 
to run their business without much 
capital stock—their building about 
empty and but very little with which 
to trade or offer to their customers. 
A successful business man not only 
keeps his house full, but he has his 
goods on display. If our Father’s busi- 
ness grows as He expects it to do, His 
servants must keep a full stock all the 
time. We notice after the day of 
Pentecost, and after the poor lame 
man was healed, the devil tried to de- 
stroy the business of the Lord by ar- 
resting some of His servants and 
threatening them. But really this per- 
secution helped the business, for we 
hear the disciples of the Lord asking 
of Him that He would grant unto 
them more boldness and that signs 
and wonders would be manifest in 
their ministry. The result of this 
petition was that the place was shak- 
en and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost. A good business man 
does not wait until his house is empty 
before he orders more stock, but he 
keeps a full stock. As our Father’s 
servants, we should be filled and re- 
filled as the apostles were after Pente- 
cost. 

Some good instruction to those who 
would be workers in this business of 
the Lord is found in Prov. 11:30, “He 
that winneth souls is wise.” Then 
wisdom is needed, and we can get it 
from God. Then we are exhorted to 
study the Word, that we may have 
the approval of God in rightly di- 
viding His Word. 2 Tim. 2:15. And in 
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2 Pet. 1:5-7 we are commanded' to 
solve a problem in addition. Among 
the things that we must have added 
to our stock, is virtue, knowledge, 
kindness, patience, and charity. The 

Presult of this addition will be: a good 
business man for God. 

How does the Father of this busi- 
ness compensate His servants? We 
notice in John 4:36, “He that reapeth, 
receiveth wages,” and in Matt. 20 
that the Father, represented as the 
householder, hired all who wanted to 
work, and agreed to pay them what 

was right. Afterward He had the 
laborers called and paid them off. 
e As it is now, some murmured because 
they put in longer hours than some 
others did and all received the same 
| wages. If that should happen in our 
day, we would read of a sit-down 
strike, which is forbidden in the rules 
(Word) of this business of the Father. 
We notice in 1 Tim. 3:3 the qualifi- 
cations of certain of His servants. 
One of these is, he is to be “no 
striker”; in Luke 3:14 we are con- 
manded to “be content with our 
wages,” and 1 Tim. 6:8 says, “Having 
food and raiment therewith be con- 
tent.” 
Thinking or our part in the Father’s 
business as a chain business and He 
furnishing all the stock, what does 

















ss He require of His servants in a mone- 


tary amount? In Lev. 27:30 He 


says, “All the tithe of the land, 
whether the seed of the land, or the 
fruit of the tree, IS MINE.” 2 Chron. 
31:5 says, “And the Israelites brought 
in the TITHE OF ALL THINGS.” Then 
we find by these and many other 
scriptures that the Father expects all 
His workers to give Him the tenth of 
the increase of the business or what- 
ever work we do. 

Since the Father furnishes all the 
stock for the business, and feeds and 
clothes us and supplies everything 
that pertains to life and happiness 
in this world, His servants have a 
good position. 


In the business of the world, each 
firm or corporation has its name, and 
these names are prized highly because 
of their monetary value. If a business 
has a long-standing record for hon- 
esty and of giving a square deal, 
never having failed, the owner likes 
to advertise it in that good name. We 
find in 1 Cor. 1:2 a good name for the 
Father’s business—“The Church of 
God”—the name used by His first 
servants. It is reliable and will not 
fail. The gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against it. The devil may do a 
great business by his deception and 
his stock of shoddy goods, but he will 
never put down the Father’s business. 
While the Father’s business lasts 
throughout eternity, the devil will be 
a bankrupt, he and his business being 


destroyed. 

Finally, if we are faithful in that 
the Father hath committed unto us, 
when He comes to reckon with His 
servants we will hear Him say, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant, 
because thou hast been faithful over 
a few things I will make thee ruler 
over many things.” In the parable of 
the pounds we notice how the servants 
of the nobleman were rewarded when 
they were brought before him. The 
first one reported that his pound had 
gained ten pounds, and his reward 
was that he was given authority over 
ten cities, and likewise the second 
servant reported that his pound had 
gained five pounds more, and he was 
given authority over five cities. The 
third servant reported that he was 
afraid to venture in business with his 
pound, and to be sure that he would 
not lose it, he put it in a napkin and 
laid it up. But the nobleman fre- 
primanded him, calling him a wicked 
servant, and took his pound and gave 
it to the one who had the ten pounds. 
To be called a good servant, we must 
make a profit in the business. The 
branch that did not bear fruit was 
taken off in John 15. So let us 
all be about our Father’s busi- 
ness while it is day, for the 
night cometh when no man can 
work.

If debt threatens you, don’t give 
up. Make a definite plan to dis- 
charge it even by small degrees. Look 
at it courageously, and determine to 
rid yourself of it and thereafter to 
keep from debt. Economize in every 
possible way. Keep a stout heart, work 
diligently, have a clear goal before 
you, and bend every energy toward the 
desired achievement. Courage kills 
despair. 

If failure stares you in the face, 


don’t give up. Work on with greatest. 


zeal. The valiant man recognizes no 
such thing as failure. He regards 
mistakes and misfortunes as practi- 
cal lessons in self-discipline and 
wisdom. Successful men have often 
used seeming failures as stepping- 
stones to better things. Remember 
that right efforts, industry, and ear- 
nestness ultimately bring sure re- 
ward, even as Paul’s ultimate victory 
over a motive to service. “Therefore, 
my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, 
unmoveable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye 
know that your labor is not in vain in 
the Lord.” 

If friends forsake you, don’t give 
up. Fill well your part, and let your 
good work speak for itself. Excuse is 
weakness. Do not blame others for 
your mistakes. Cultivate a fine sense 
of independence that will sustain you 
in the midst of disaster. Let your first 
aim be to merit your own respect. It 
will automatically follow that you 
will win the respect of other men. —

JAMAICA MOVING FORWARD 


While my trip to Jamaica was a 
very short one, being there only twelve 
days, yet I think it was a very profit- 
able trip. We made a number of very 


* important contacts with government 


officials, met most of our ministers 
on the Island, saw sixteen of our 
churches, and looked at a number of 
different properties with a view to 
selecting a place for a future school 
and overseer’s home for the Island. 

I found Brother and Sister Thibo- 
deau all wrapped up in the work, and 
really it was surprising to me to see 
how Sister Thibodeau has taken those 
people on her heart and is walking 
through the mud, climbing the hills, 
riding horseback through the rocky 
mountain paths where an automobile 
cannot go, alongside of her husband 
in the Church work there. 

It did not take me long to find that 
Brother Thibodeau had really been on 
the job, as our contacts with govern- 
ment officials were very pleasant and 
the outlook for the future of the 
Church there is very bright indeed. 
We now have one hundred seventy- 
one churches on the Island and more 
than five thousand members. The 
ministers have the “go ye” in their 
souls and are determined to preach 
this gospel if they have to walk across 
the rocky hills and have but little to 
eat and wear. 

I was scheduled to leave there on 
Saturday, April 1, but it really was not 
a disappointment to me at all when I 
was notified by the Pan-American 
that my return trip would be delayed 
twenty-four hours, as I had the priv- 
ilege of attending a great baptismal 
service at 7:00 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing before leaving. 

The baptismal service was at 17:00 
o’clock, but that does not mean that 
that was the time the people gathered. 
They gathered at the church at 4:00 
o’clock in the morning for prayer, 
testimonies, and consecration service 
before the baptismal service. Then 
they marched from there to the shore 
where there were more songs, prayers, 

: ih consecration on the part of the 
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candidates for baptism. From the 
baptismal service we went directly to 
the Myrtle Bank Hotel for transpor- 
tation to the air base and were soon 
in the air for an eight-hundred-mile, 
five-hour trip back to Miami. 


I shaii not soon forget that group 
of precious ministers, filled with fire 
and zeal for God, determined to carry 
the message of salvation and the 
Church of God to every nook and 
corner of the Island, and their happy 
reports of the work that they are 
doing, while many of them are work- 
ing with their hands and what little 
money they can get to erect places 
of worship. Some of them have some 
nice church buildings, yet my heart 
was so touched when in checking on 
the reports I found that seventeen 
churches have no building to worship 
in, not even a bamboo booth, but are 
worshipping under trees. These, of 
course, are some of the newer 
churches that have been preached out 
and the people are happy in their 
new-found joy as they look about for 
a spot of land to be sold while they 
gather their half-pennies, three 
pence, six pence, and shillings togeth- 
er to make a payment on it so they 
can begin to carry stones when they 
are passing that way, hew out some 
pieces of timber, and cut some wood 
to burn the stones to make their lime 
in preparation for a building. 

Brother Thibodeau, the overseer of 
the Island, has set the same rule for 
the workers there that Paul set for 
the brethren at Thessalonica, “For 
even when we were with you, this we 
commanded you, that if any man 
would not work, neither should he 
eat,” 2 Thess. 3:10. Any preacher that 
lays down on the job and fails to pro- 
duce does not get any portion of the 
allotment that is sent there for work- 
ers. 

I suppose if I had been a wealthy 
man when I went there, I would have 
come away poor. Some of the things 
I would do if I had money would be 
to purchase or erect a place for a good 
school in Kingsport; buy fifteen or 
twenty mules and ten or twelve bi- 





cycles so that some of these precious 
men who are walking, many times 
barefoot, across the mountains would 
have a way to ride to their appoint-- 
ments; put some shoes on their feet 
and clothes on their back; give sev- 
eral of them Bibles whose Bibles are 
practically worn out; build churches 
for those who are worshipping under 
trees, build better churches for a num- 
ber of them who are worshipping un- 
der a bamboo booth and try to help 
to get a numer of other worthy minis- 
ters and workers on the battlefield in 
Jamaica to help spread this glorious 
gospel. 

Oh yes, I would purchase a station 
wagon so Brother and Sister Thibo- 
deau could take along with them a 
cot to sleep on and some mosquito 
netting to keep the mosquitoes off 
of them, something to eat and maybe 
a little stove to cook on and possibly 
three or four medium-sized gospel 
tents to spread at different places on 
that Island to help these true-blue, 
blood-bought, consecrated ministers 
of the gospel to reach more people 
with the gospel message. 

We have now in the corporate_lim- 
its of Kingston six churches. They 
have twenty-two groups composed of 
more than three hundred workers who 
are in street-meetings two and three 
nights a week, trying to reach the lost 
souls in Kingston. 

Brother S. A. Robertson, pastor of 
the Beeston Street Headquarters 
Church, says that his church is going 
to support four missionaries on the 
field. If they can do that in their 
poverty, what could we do if we would 
really get under the burden of it?— 
M. P. Cross, Executive Mission Secre- 
tary.

Can people see Jesus in your life? Re- 
member, we are known by the fruit we 
bear. Next, let us put on the breast- 
plate of righteousness. The breast- 
plate was a part of the warrior’s ar- 
mor that protected the heart. And to- 
day we need something that will pro- 
tect the heart. Jesus said in Matt. 
15:19, 20, “For out of the heart pro- 
ceed evil thoughts, murders, adul- 
teries, fornication, thefts, false wit- 
ness, blasphemies: These are the 
things which defile a man.” Yes, we 
need something to protect the heart 
in this warfare and that something is 
nothing less than.the blood of Jesus.
